Mr. Usher 
was nominated but declined. Mr. Warnock’s 
name was presented by the English High del- 
egation. ‘lhe nominations were closed at this 
juncture. ‘The vote resulted in Murdock’s elec- 
tion, twelve votes to two. 

Samuel Usher was nominated for Vice-Pres- 
ident, and no one was run against him. 
unanimous election was greeted with cheers by 
the delegations of both schools. 

George Dow was nominated for Secretary by 
J. Blackburn. He also was elected unani- 
mously, and that the choice was a popular 
one was shown by the cheering as he took 
his place on the platform. 

The Executive Committee was elected ‘by 
acclamation and consists of the following well 
known fellows: John Blackburn, Stanley Hyde, 
William Warnock, and Henry Winslow. 

After the election of officers came the best 
part of the meeting. ‘The chairman introduced 
as the first speaker, Joseph A. Coolidge, of the 
English High School, but he had left the room. 
After the entreaties of several members, and 
continued applause from those in the hall, he 
returned, and his return was a scene beyond 
description, for Mr. Coolidge is very dear to 
every student of the two schools. He spoke 
very earnestly and received the best of atten- 
tion from the assembly.

Mr. Bradbury was next called upon by the 
chairman, amid the applause of the audience. 
He said that he heartily seconded the remarks 
of Mr. Coolidge, and that he would be glad to 
do anything to put Cambridge athletics on a 
sounder basis. Mr. Bradbury is not an ad- 
mirer of the game of foot-ball, and said so 
very plainly, but he is willing that those who 
are up in their recitation marks should go into 
athletics. . 

The petition, which had been signed by all 
the male pupils of the two schools, was read at 
this time. It was very well worded and care- 
fully constructed. 

Mr. Herbert J. Chase was next introduced. 
He had just come from Boston Common after a 
vain attempt to hear Wm. J. Bryan. He told 
the audience that he was in favor of properly 
conducted athletics, and would in the future be 
ready to do his part in any way he could. He 
expects honest athletics, and because he thought 
that the experience of last year would teach 
honesty, and because he thinks we have been 
punished enough, he signed the petition before 
coming to the meeting. Mr. Chase was well 
received, and his remarks often applauded. 
All captains and managers will find a good 
adviser in Mr. Chace. 

Estabrook was then asked to put some en- 
thusiasm into the meeting, and he certainly 
succeeded. This gentleman is back in the 
school again and will probably play centre on 
the football team. Henry Dyer, famous in 
joint debates, was called on, and gave a very 
pointed speech on the wretched support given 
to Cambridge teams. 

Lee Beardsell, Newell Tilton, Arthur Saul, 
William Warnock, players on last year’s team, 
and Farwell Thayer each spoke a few words of 
advice and encouragement. 

A. M. Blackburn was introduced as the 
manager of the 96 Football Team. He spoke 
briefly and to the point. 

At the close of the meeting a large number 
signified their intention of joining the Associa- 
tion, thus giving a fitting ending to the meet- 
ing.

I have always lived in the West, and although 
I have travelled in the East, I never visited the 
city of Boston until last winter, when with a 


friend of my childhood, I spent a few days 
there. 

Boston is truly a remarkable city. ‘The nar- 
row streets, lofty buildings and fine park sys- 
tems greatly impressed me, but most interesting 
of all were the stone ruins in a neglected park, 
which our guide book assured us were the re- 
mains of Boston’s old subway, begun but never 
finished. After we had visited the most impor- 
tant places in the city proper, we took a flying- 
ship at our door, and set out to visit the 
suburban city of Cambridge. We were told 
afterwards, that we had- taken the same route 
which the old Tremont House trolley traversed. 

On, on we flew, over the river, until we 
reached a peculiar construction of wood-work 
of old, called a “draw,” and it still deserves 
the name for it certainly drew many visitors, 
old and young, who for ten cents were permitted 
to see the wheels goround. Right here, while 
mentioning money, I must own that I had no 
idea that there were so many relics to be seen 
in Boston, for such a comparatively small sum. 
At one place, for only twenty-five cents, I saw, 
among other things, a book written years ago, 
but carefully preserved, and upon looking closer 
I found that it was “‘Trilby,” a book famous 
during the latter part of the nimeteenth century. 

There also was a paper containing an account 
of the Vanderbilt - Marlboro’ nuptials, the pen 
with which the Thanksgiving proclamation of 
°95 was written, and one of the few fishhooks 
used successfully by ex-president Cleveland 
while fishing in Buzzard’s Bay. ‘These 


you 
know were very rare. However, the most 
curious of all, to me at least, was an old news- 


paper with the portrait of that famous boy 


orator who could never remember that speech 
was silver but silence golden. 

But I am wandering from my story. After 
we had crossed the bridge, seen the ruins of 
Harvard College and walked over the old 
campus, we decided to visit a public school in 
Cambridge, for the reputation and fame of these 
schools has been handed down to posterity. 
Therefore, we left the ship at the college ruins, 
stepped upon a rotating sidewalk, and soon 
reached the ‘Schoolicus lLatinicus;” located 
near the corner of Broadway and ‘Trowbridge 
Street, directly back of the “Schoolicus Sax- 
onicus.” 

As we entered the grounds our attention was 
called to the flourishing condition of the lawn, 
and especially to one corner where, enclosed by 
an iron fence, we perceived a wooden slab bear- 
ing these words, “ Keep off the grass.” It was 
one of the signs of the old Latin School. 

We pressed an electric button upon the door 
and the hinges did the rest, while we found 
ourselves in a spacious hall, and were at once 
met by a small page who conducted us to the 
office. Here we met the principal Mr. W., son 
of one of the Class of ’97, who kindly gave us 
a program of the school work and inyited us to 
take our choice of recitations. 

After much thought, we chose a_ history 
recitation in the second class. Here also, we 
were made welcome and took seats in the small 
balcony (for they had banished raised platforms) 
preparatory to the assembling of the class. 
Before the hour began I noticed that the teacher 
was quite busy pressing electric buttons by her 
When I asked her the reason for this, 
she replied, ‘Why, you see I press each one 


side. 


of these buttons which is connected by a bat- 
tery with each student’s desk, and by this 
means send a slight shock to those out of order.” 
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By this time the class had assembled and we 
settled ourselves to hear an ancient history 
recitation in this year 1950. 

The first question asked was, “'Tell some of 
the events of Cleveland’s administration ;”’ and 
‘the scholar questioned arose and said, “ A slight 
insurrection in Cuba, an attempt among the’ 
women to obtain citizenship, and an increase of 
the silver supply.” 

“Very well,” replied the teacher, “and now, 
has there been any conspiracy or plans made 
among those of lower rank?” <“ Yes,” the 
scholar answered, “a slight insurrection broke 
out under the leadership of one named Coxey, 
but was speedily quelled.’ 

Perhaps you may be interested to hear what 
other answers were given in that history class, 
for I learned many items of worth there. At 
this period of Cleveland’s administration it 
seems the people were divided into two factions, 
the Republicans and Democrats; the Repub- 
licans, men of strength and power, and the 
Democrats, well, Democrats. At the 
close of this, his second term, Cleveland retired 
to Buzzard’s Bay after having accomplished 
much good for the country (?) by increasing the 
silver supply but diminishing the fish supply. 


We left this recitation before the conclusion, 
as we were obliged to get back to New York in 
time for dinner, but I can truthfully say that it 
was one of the most enjoyable hours I have 
ever spent.

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BACK AGAIN. 


Saturday evening, September 26, the annual 
meeting of the Interscholastic Foot-Ball Associ- 
ation took place in the committee rooms of the 
B. A. A. President Sawin of Cambridge 
Manual called the meeting together. 

The Executive Committee, comprising F. D. 
Fiske and R. Sever Hale, two of the donors of 
the championship cup; R. C. Procter, Newton 
High ; H. L. Ewer, Roxbury Latin; Eliot A. 
Spalding, Hopkinson; I. S. Clarke, graduate, 
convened and acted on the petition of Cam- 
bridge High and Latin to be re-admitted to 
the Senior League as a single team. 

Mr. Raymond of Harvard, a graduate of 
the Cambridge school, eloquently and forcibly 
presented the case of his school and also the 
large petition signed by the members of the 
Cambridge High and Latin Schools, besides the 
instructors and graduates. ‘l‘he committee then 
reconsidered its former vote of dismissing the 
schools, and voted to allow Cambridge to once 
more fight its battles in the senior ranks as a 
combined school. 

The election of officers resulted in the fol- 
lowing ticket: President, E. W. Manahan, 
English High; Vice-President, E. M. De 
Almeida, Somerville High; Eliot Spalding, 
Harvard graduate member, Executive Com- 
mittee; E. T. Putnam, Roxbury Latin, and 


R. F. Procter, Newton High, undergraduate 
members Executive Committee. 

The Executive Committee chose Eliot Spald- 
ing, 17 Shepard’s Block, Cambridge, Treas- 
urer ; and I. 8. Clark, Boston Journal, Secretary. 
These two will also act as a sub-committee in 
choosing a new ball and arrange for printing a 
new constitution. 

‘The new schools admitted to the Junior 
League were Dorchester High and Medford 
High. Burdett’s College application was refused. 

It was voted to separate the junior teams 
into two divisions and have the winners play 
off to decide the championship. Newton, 
Somerville, Chelsea and Medford belong to 
one division, and Roxbury Latin, Dedham, 
Hyde Park and Dorchester in the other.

At the recent meeting of the Harvard-Latin 
School Club the state of athletics at the school 
was the main topic for discussion. 
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The graduates came to the conclusion that 
athletics are at a very low ebb and that some- 
thing must be done immediately, and so decided 
to hold a mass meeting in order to have the 
subject discussed and to decide how the state of 
affairs could be remedied. 

The trouble is not that there is no material 
at the schools, but that the teams are not run 
on busmess principles. 

The object of the Athletic Association which 
was to bring all the teams under one head and 
to have a common treasury, has entirely failed. 
Although the idea was good enough and per- 
haps practical under good management, yet it 
has been impossible for the officers to assume 
power enough to enforce the rules of the 
association. 

What is needed, we believe, is an Executive 
Committee consisting of, we should suggest 
three graduates to be appointed each year by 
the Alumni, two members of the faculty, 
one from each school and one of these, the 
Treasurer of the Association, as at present, and 
the President and Secretary of the Athletic 
Association ex officiis. 
committee should have full power over all mat- 
ters, to ratify the appointment of captains and 
managers, to select coaches, appropriate the 
funds of the Association, etc. 

We believe that the appointment of such 
a committee would place the management of 
the team on a systematic and business basis and 
at the same time save the Athletic Association. 
Such a committee controls the athletics of the 
Boston Latin School and is a grand success. 
There is no reason why the same plan won’t 
work here. 


There is considerable disappointment felt by 
some at the poor showing of the foot-ball team, 
and the disappointed ones have seen fit to 
criticise. Such persons do not understand the 
case. After the team had been twice beaten 


by heavy scores, outsiders were agreeably sur-

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THE REVIEW. 


I wonder how many readers of the Rrvirw 
know anything about the numerous departments 
of work through which the paper passes, before 
it appears, a brilliant thirty-two page monthly. 
Doubtless some understand the art of editing a 
paper, but I shall attempt to describe the task 
of “bringing out” an issue of the Rrvirw, 
and may, perhaps, tell something which will be 
new to some of our readers, 

For the sake of greater interest I shall take 
as anexample the December number. As that 
was intended to be an unusually good issue, 
extra pains were taken in preparing it. The 
first step was the choice of a design for the 
special cover, and the cut for the frontispiece. 
These were selected and printed long before 
the material for the paper itself was ready. 
At their leisure, the editors were looking over 
manuscripts and collecting copy until a week or 
so before the date on which the paper was due. 
Early manuscript which had been accepted had 
been in the compositor’s hands for some time, 
and was now all set up, and the copy ready to 
be proof-read. Work now began in real earn- 
est; the final selection of material for the paper 
was made; all was given to the type-setters, 
proof was read and returned for correction. 
Then the editor-in-chief sat down, and made up 
the dummy, that is, he took an old issue, and 
cut up the material for this issue and pasted it 
in as he wished it to appear. cutting out here, 
adding there, and pencilling changes in the 
margin. ‘The “dummy” was now given to the 
foreman who made up the forms. 
large frame of iron, each of which prints eight 
pages of the Revirw; that is, there are four of 


A form is a 


these forms. ‘They are laid on a large stone 
table, and in them in proper position, the 
columns of type are placed according to the 
dummy. ‘The type is held in its right place by 
sticks of wood of all sizes; wedges and thumb 


screws fasten it firmly into the forms. ‘These 


were locked and placed in the press, and an 
assistant ran off a few copies of each. ‘These 
were carefully examined by the foreman; mis- 
takes still remaining were corrected for the last 
time ; where the impression was too light, the 
paper was raised; where it was too heavy, the 
type was pounded down. 

The first form was then set in the press, the 
rolls inked, eight hundred sheets of paper of 
the required size were placed in position. A 
touch of the lever, and the press, a ponderous 
mass of complicated mechanism began to rum- 
ble and rattle. And then, for half an hour, 
the: building shook with the heavy jar; the 
rooms were filled with the deafening clatter of 
machinery. Over, around, down, under and 
out like phantoms glided the white sheets of 
paper, and at last settled quietly in a heap, 
covered with black hieroglyphics. The press 
was stopped, the second form put in the place 
of the first, the sheets of paper were turned 
over and placed in position, and another touch 
of the lever, — for another half-hour the mighty 
press rattled and shook. So rapidly did the 
press work that, at the rate of twenty-five 
copies each minute, in a little more than thirty 
minutes the eight hundred sheets had passed 
through and out, and half the Review was 
printed. 

‘These printed sheets were hurried upstairs 
to the folders. Meantime the same process 
was being repeated, eight hundred fresh sheets 
were run through the press, and the third and 
fourth forms were printed. And now the 
second. half of the Rrvrew was ready, but 
there was still considerable work to be done 
before the paper would be ready for its readers. 

All the sheets were now in the hands of the 
folders who rapidly did their work. As 
quickly as they were folded, one sheet was 
placed within the other, and the whole within 
the handsome cover. ‘The paper, now near 
completion, was passed to the stickers, the front 
page cut, and the frontispiece quickly and 
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neatly pasted in. Now only the final step re- 
the harsh clank of the stitching 
machine, as the stitcher rapidly inserted the

A boy took the paper, now completed, and 
carried it down stairs again, where it was 
counted by tens, laid in piles, and tied up in 
bundles, one for the Latin School, one for the

Some were 
taken to the stores near the Square, and some 


were left at the office. 

Next morning the most beautiful number of 
the Review yet issued, greeted the scholars’ as 
they came to school.

To the Members of 98: 

We members of ’*98 do not feel proud of 
the class meetings that were held last month. 
We cannot be severe in our blame of each 
other because so many of us have reason to 
reproach ourselves; but what would a stranger 
have thought of those meetings, the name of 
which was ‘chaos’; what would he havé 
thought of the unparliamentary proceedings, 
the useless and wearing discussion? Perhaps 
we don’t care for what strangers would think; 
but what is your opinion, classmates, after you 
have quietly thought it over? No one can 
approve of the way in which we did our busi- 
ness; perhaps the business itself was wise, 
perhaps otherwise; but one thing was done 
that I think every one who considers the mat- 
ter fairly, will regret; and that is what I ask 
you to do, to consider the matter fairly. 

Classmates, we voted not to have a Consti- 
tution. Do you know what that means? It 
means, first of all, that we are not an organ- 
ized body; strictly speaking, we have not and 
had not any right to do business; we are only 
loosely bound together by our common connec- 
tions with Greek, Latin, and the rest of our 
studies. When we are graduated, what then? 
Shall we quietly sink out of existence as an 
organization? Members of 798, is that all 
your loyalty, is that all your spirit? Where is 
your pride? Shall we be the first to drop out 
of the number of the Alumni Associations, 
because —well, classmates, I ask you why? Per- 
haps you are above pride; well, then, appeal to 
your personal feeling. Perhaps we may fight 
each other in class meeting; but, underneath it 
all, I believe we have a warm friendship for 
our classmates; are we willing to sever our 
connections with those classmates, when we 
receive our diplomas? 


Let us look at the practical side! We have 
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never had a Class Constitution, so we have not 
had a chance to observe its disadvantages; but 
in other bodies, from this great country of ours 
down to the little church society, I have never 
heard that a Constitution was only a source of 
trouble. The very fact that classes continue to 
adopt Constitutions, seems to be a proof that 
there is some good in them. On the other 
hand, we have had a chance to observe what it 
is to be without a Constitution. A class meet- 
ing without interest is stagnation ; a class meet- 
ing with interest and without order, is what 
our last month’s meetings were, perhaps multi- 
plied by ten. Is there no alternative? Yes, 
there 1s, and that alternative is law and order 
that will not necessarily crush interest. Do 
you say, “ Let us follow parliamentary law, we 
need no rules of our own.” ‘Then, my friends, 
some of us had better study parliamentary law, 
and if we studied it as much as we ought, I 
think our report cards would suffer. We have 
not time to spend (or waste) every meeting in 
fighting over parliamentary details. We are 
not too familiar with “Cushing’s Manual;” 
but we can’t afford to have whole chapters 
quoted to us every meeting. 

What we need is a simple set of lews that 
will make us an organized body that can hold 
up its head with the rest, and that will be a 
guide for us in our meetings. ‘There are two 
other points: that of a quorum and that of 
membership, that might: be enlarged upon; but 
I have said enough. ‘Think them out for your- 
selves, and I have confidence in the d.-_ision 
that you will reach. 

I ask again, as I did before, look into the 
matter faithfully; and then, ‘when the time 
comes for the subject of a Constitution to be 
considered again, vote with your eyes open, 
whether it be for or against reason and loyalty 


to your class.

In the middle of the year 1895 the world 
was startled by the news that Stambuloff, the 
great statesman and ex-premier of Bulgaria, 
had been murdered by three assassins on the 
street in Sofia.

Congress has appropriated one hundred and 
thirty thousand dollars for a government  build- 
ing and display.

1898. 


An International Exhibition is to be held in 
Brisbane, Queensland, during May, June, and 
July. The object of the exhibition is “to pro- 
mote and foster industry, science, and art, by 
inciting the inventive genius of our people to a 
further improvement in arts and manufactures, 
as well as to stimulate commercial enterprise, 
by inviting all nations to exhibit their products, 
both in the raw and the finished state. Sam- 
ples of the products for which this and the 


other Australian colonies have become famous, 
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will be exhibited, with a view to increase the 
development of their natural resources.”

Lyman Richards Williston, formerly prin- 
cipal of the Cambridge High School, and a 
well-known educator, died at his home, in this 
city, March ‘. 

Mr. Williston was born on the island of 
Maui, Sandwich Islands,in 1830. His father 
was Rev. William Richards, a missionary to 
the Sandwich Islands, in those early days. 


When five years old, Lyman Richards came ~ 


to the United States to obtain his education, 
and was adopted by Mr. Samuel Williston. 
Young Williston graduated from Amherst 
in 1850. 
many, he graduated from the Andover Theo- 


After two years of study in Ger- 


logical Seminary in 1857. He soon received 
an appointment as master of the Cambridge 
High School; he resigned this position in 
1862. In 1870, Mr. Williston was re-ap- 
pointed as master of the High School, which 
position he retained for eleven years, resign- 
ing again in 1881. 

In 1862, he founded a school for girls in 
this city; this soon became known as the 
Berkeley Street School. In 1881, this 
school passed into the hands of Miss Margaret 
It. Ingols, and is still known as Miss Ingols’ 
School for Girls. 

From 1880-84, Mr. Williston was a super- 
visor of the Boston schools; from 1884-91 he 


was master of the Girls’ Latin School, Boston. — 


He had been in poor health for some time; 
and retired from active teaching about six 
years ago. Mr. Williston was sixty-seven 
years old at the time of his death. 

Mr. Williston was much better known to 
the graduates of the High School in Cam- 
bridge and the Girls’ Latin School in Boston 
than to the undergraduates of these schools, 
yet we feel proud of the man who once goy- 
erned us, and greatly mourn him.

SUPERVISORY COMMITTEE. 


Voted, That the finances of the different 
athletic teams of the schools are hereby 
placed in charge of a treasurer who shall be 
appointed by the supervisory committee of 
athletics, and shall be responsible to it. 

Voted, That until further notice the mana- 
gers of the different school teams are directed 
to observe the following rules: 


I. No one appointed manager of a school 
team shall assume his office or perform any of 
its duties until he has received a written rati- 
fication of his appointment from the secre- 
tary of the supervisory committee. 


II. No manager shall order or purchase 
goods without the written order of the treas- 
urer. The person ordering or purchasing 
goods in violation of this rule will become 
personally liable, and the supervisory com- 


mittee will not be held responsible. 


IIT. No manager shall circulate a sub- 
scription paper, or take any other measure for 
raising money unless it receives the written 
approval of the treasurer. 


IV. Every manager shall render to the 
treasurer, at least once a month, a detailed 
statement of his receipts and expenses. 

V. Every manager, at the request of the 
treasurer, shall close his accounts and pay 
over the balance in his hands to the treasurer, 
receiving a receipt for the amount paid over. 

VI. A member of, or player upon a school 
team is not to be allowed, under any cireum- 
stances, to order goods without being fur- 


nished with an order signed by the treasurer 
and undergraduate manager, which shall 
specify the article purchased, and the person 
or firm from whom it is to be bought. 

VII. All managers are hereby made di- 
rectly responsible to the treasurer, and are 
required to conform to these and such other 
rules as may from time to time be made. 

Voted, ‘That Kenneth L. Mark, 794, is ap- 
pointed treasurer of athletics, to serve until 
further notice. 2

A study of the records of the ten years of 
the existence of the Latin school reveals the 
fact set forth in the following tables. 

The Latin school was separated from the 


) High school on March 1, 1886, and the first 


diplomas were awarded in June, 1887. 
There have been ten classes graduated from 
the school; in six of these classes, a young 
lady has stood at the head, and in six, a 
young lady has been second also. 

The largest class was that of ’91, with 36 
graduates, the smallest that. of ’87, with 11. 
The average size of the ten classes was 24. 

The oldest class was 93, average age, 19 
years, 3 months; the youngest, ’92, average 
age, 18 years, 2 months. 
of the ten classes was 18 years, 8 months.

There have been 245 diplomas awarded, 
1536 to boys, 109 to girls. Forty scholars 
have completed the course in four years. 

The highest average for the work of the 
whole course was 96.3, the mark obtained by 
Miss Winifred Warren, ’87. The average 
mark of the ten scholars who have stood at 
the head of their classes is 92.7; of those who 
have stood second, 91.1. Parts were not as- 
signed until four years ago, the class of ’93 
being the first to hold graduating exercises. 

The subjoined tables are self-explanatory. 
Thanks are due to Miss Dodge for assistance 
in formulating them. 

The marks given are the averages of the 
work through the whole course.

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THE NEW LATIN SCHOOL. 





We present to our readers this month an 
excellent cut of the New Latin school, and 
also the first floor plan, showing the shape of 


the building, and the location of the gymna- 


sium. The contract price is $179,437, and 


the builders will be John J. Jacobs & Son. 
_ The plans were drawn by Hartwell, Richards 


& Driver. 
This building, which is to stand north of 


the English High school, between Ellery 
street on the east, and Trowbridge street on 


the west, is 201 feet in length on the two 


street fronts, and in extreme dimensions 
from east to west, 175 feet, 8 inches. In gen- 


eral plan, it is in the form of the letter IH, the 
stem of the letter, which will be at right 
angles to Ellery street, being broadened to 
contain classrooms, library, principal’s and 
secretary’s rooms, and in the third story the 
assembly hall. As the building» will stand 


on the lot, its north and south axis, and that 
of: the English High school will lie in the 
same straight line.

The fact that the two 


day be extended north by the width of one 
school room, has been taken into account. 


"There will then exist between the two build- 


ings a distance of twenty feet, to be closed by 
gates, giving access to a large central area or 
court-yard. 


North of the central section of the new 


_ building, or stem of the letter H, in the open 


space looking towards Cambridge street, is 
the gymnasium, 44x83 feet, starting at a 
level somewhat below that of the basement, 
and terminating with a very low roof under 
the sills of the first-story windows. The re- 
mainder of the basement is fully occupied by 


the boilers and fan room, the lunch rooms, 
toilet and dressing rooms, book storage, bi- 
cycle, bath and play rooms. 


The principal entrance to the building is 
from Trowbridge street, from which a corri- 
dor running east and west connects with lat- 
erals towards the north and south, and with 
four liberal iron stairways near the points of 
junction of the main sections of the building. 
I'rom’ Ellery street are two entrances of 
ample width. Upon the right and left of the 
principal entrance are the teachers’ and pu- 
pils’ reception rooms, while eight class rooms 
with their recitation and coat rooms and cer- 
tain toilet rooms occupy the remainder of 
this floor. 

In the second story in the centre of the 
north side of the stem of the H. is the library, 
a room 28 feet by 56 feet, opening from 
which are the principal’s room, the secretary’s 
room, and connecting with the latter are two 
book rooms. ‘This story also contains large 
class and recitation rooms, physical labora- 
tories, apparatus rooms, and a large physical 
lecture room, also a workshop, teachers’ 
rooms, store rooms, toilet and hospital con- 
veniences. 

In the third story are the chemical labora- 
tories, apparatus room, class and recitation 
rooms and coat rooms. ‘The assembly hali, 
which occupies the entire area of the centre, 
is 60 feet by 84 feet, and 23 feet in height, 
yith a beamed and panelled ceiling, a stage 
and ante-rooms opening off from the main 
corridors. ‘The hall is so placed that the four 
main staireases are located one at each angle, 
and the eight or nine hundred people who 
may at any time be occupying this room can
